All (he Pomp and Pageantry of a 


Glittering Court Lend Splen­ 


dor to the 
Scene. 


Madrid, May 31.—Not within the 
present generation has this ancient 
capital seen such scenes of enthusiasm 
as today mark ed the popular ratifica­ 
tion of the marriage of Alfonso XIII., 
King of Spain, and the Princess Eu­ 
genie Victoria of Battenburg. 
All 
Spain is rejoicing. The gaily decorat­ 
ed streets are thronged with dense 
masses of people. 
Amid the highly 
colored and respondent decorations it 
is a motley throng, with touches al­ 
most 
barbarous. 
Swarthy 
Moors 
wrapped in flowing robes and with red 
turbans on their heads. Asturian dan­ 
cers performing their native jota, gy p­ 
sies from Cordova and Seville, Sala- 
mar.can herders in red velvet and tin­ 
selled gold, with many representatives 
of the clergy , and hordes of blind beg­ 
gars singing melancholy music. 
At 
the corners bands play for street dan­ 
cers. The municipality has given free 
rein to the popular rejoicings. 
The 
schools and public Institutions have 
been closed and the whole population 
has given itself up to celebrating the 
k ing's marriage. 
The signing of the wedding contract 
took place at the Pardo palace in the 
presence of Premier Moret and the 
other cabinet ministers with the sol­ 
emnity hefltting a great state cere­ 
monial affecting the future succession 
to the throne. The marriage contract 
gives the bride an annual income of 
$9 0,000 and in the event of the k ing’s 
death. $50,000. 
In Article 3 Princess 
Victoria renounces all right of suc­ 
cession to the British throne. 
Pre­ 
ceding the signature of the contract 
the Spanish journalists presented to 
King Alfonso a golden pen with which 
to sign the document. 
The k ing 
laughingly accepted the gift, declaring 
that he alway s had defended the Span­ 
ish press against criticism. 
The Religious Ceremony. 
It was at the religious ceremony 
that the splendor of the trappings of 
church and court united in furnishing 
a scene that could probably not be 
equalod in any capital in Europe. 
The Spaniard still clings to much of 
hfs mediaeval love for glittering dis­ 
play , and In this ceremony full rein 
was given the fancy . 
The Church of 
San Jeronimo el Real, where the nup­ 
tial muss was celebrated and the mar­ 
riage benediction pronounced, is a 
quaint old structure which has passed 
through 
some strange vicissitudes. 
This Is not the first roy al marriage 
celebrated there, for the wedding of 
Isabella II. took place In great pomp 
within its walls. 
The Wedding Dress. 
The wedding dress has attracted 
great Interest in Spain, as it is truly 
a Spanish product, in fabric and finish, 
except for the wonderful Brussels lace 
which has been brought to adorn it. 
It was a fancy of the k ing and the 
queen mother that the wedding dress 
should be made In Spain, and the 
Princess Ena graciously fell in with 
this patriotic sentiment. The dress is 
therefore one of the special presents 
from the k ing, and is a marvel of ele­ 
gance. 
The silk was manufactured 
from a special pattern in one of the 
large Spanish silk establishments. 
It 
was made up with all the artistic sk ill 
of the court dressmak ers. 
The silk 
is heavily overlaid with wonderful sil­ 
ver embroidery with soft frills of the 
finest Brussels lace, said to have cost 
$50 a y ard. 
The laees were publicly 
exhibited before being put on the 
dress, and excited the admiration and 
astonishment of the aristocratic la­ 
dies of Madrid. Orange blossoms are 
profusely used with the silver embroi­ 
deries and laces for the corsage, and 
eveu in dainty clusters along the train, 
which is four y ards long. 
According 
to Spanish tradition the bride must 
afterward present this wedding dress 
to the Virgin de la Paloma, the popu­ 
lar protectress of maternity . 
The fetes for the k ing's wedding 
have been prepared on an unusual 
a ale of lavishness. They are divided 
into three parts, the first including the 
family fetes celebrated at the roy al 
palace by ?he members of the roy al 
family ; second, the fetes offered to 
the visiting princes, envoy s and high

TARRI EF SPEECH 


That the use of liquor is decreasing 
among the middle classes, while it is 
increasing with the idle poor and rich, 
John G. Wooley . temperance advocate, 
traveler, and once Prohibition candi 
date for President, considers the most 
important fact observed in a tour of 
the world lasting thirteen months. 
Mr. Wooley stock ed with informa­ 
tion on the liquor question gained in 
contact^ with many nations, said: “ Of 
the various countries I visited. New 
Zealand is [the most addicted to the 
use of liquor. Tak ing all the counties 
together, my observation led me to 
the conclusion that the main body of 
people—the great middle classes who 
do the most business and form the 
back bone of the people—are drink ing 
less liquor today than ever before. 
I am forced to the opposite conclu­ 
sion, however, with reference to some 
of the lower classes—the idle classes 
among the very poor and idle classes 
among the rich.“

Mr. Mr. Watson inquired of them what 
percentage of 
their foreign 
prices 
compare with the prices which they 
charge for the same goods in the U ni­ 
ted 
States. 
These of 
course, 
are 
direct questions and Mr. Watson had 
doubts as to whether the manufcatur- 
ers addressed would reply to them, 
but he was agTeeable surprised by the 
completeness of the answers sent to 
him. 
These answers, which) Watson will 
embody in his speech if he concludes 
to mak e one, do not hear out the 
theory that goods are sold abroad cheap­ 
er than at home. 
On the contrary 
nearly all of the Indiana manufactur­ 
ers 
from 
whom 
information 
was 
sought say that their prices abroad are 
either what they are at home or are 
sufficiently higher to cover the cost of 
transportation and handling necessary 
to get them into foreign mark ets.

The private ban k­ 
ers were vigorously opposed to state 
regulation of thetr busin ess, but ac­ 
cord in g to the supreme court the leg­ 
islature d id n ot ex ceed itsjauthority 
in ex ten d in g the police power of the 
state to in spect an d regulate the pri­ 
vate ban ks. 
The presen t law, how­ 
ever, is n ot satisfactory to the men 
who wan t a good private ban kers law, 
an d It is very likely that Govern or 
Fan lv will recommen d some chan ges. 
Both old parties d eclared in favor of 
a good ban kin g bill for several years 
before an ythin g was d on e. 
Now that 
a start ha« been mad « - it is n ot likely 
that it will be d ifficult to stren gthen 
tin » law.

for a chan ge of ven ue from the court, 
has appoin ted Thatl S. Ad ams as spe­ 
cial jud ge. 
The offen se charged to the Rev. Mr. 
Freeman is that of con spirin g to burn 
the 
Method ist 
Episcopal 
church, 
kn own as Mon tgomery chapel. half a 
mile south of the little town of Liz- 
ton , n in e miles n orth of Dan ville, on 
the Peoria d ivision of the Big Four 
railway. 
The church burn ed on the 
n ight of Feb. 11, 1903, while a series 
of revival meetin gs were In progress. 
The road s were in bad con d ition , an d 
the people who lived in Liztor an d 
belon gin g to the church, were com­ 
plain in g that the church was n ot in 
the town , so that they could more 
easily reach it. 
Prior to this there 
had been an effort to either remove 
the old church to a row» site in town 
or sell or aban d on it an d erect a n ew 
an d more mod ern build in g in sid e the 
town limits. 
As is usually the case in 
such matters, the members of the 
church were arrayed in faction s, an d 
the faction preferrin g to leave the old 
build in g on the old site prove« ! the 
stron ger when the m atter was put to 
a test. 
The Rev. Mr. Freeman , who 
was then the pastor, was with the 
“n ew-ehur*-h-ln -town ” faction , an d all 
his efforts were d ireetcd alon g that 
lin e. 
The Rev. Mr Freeman was at 
the fire, an d he d id what he could to 
save the build in g, but there was n o 
fire fightin g apparatus, an d the effort 
availed n othin g.

A normal ey e is so constru cted that 
all its fu nctions as an organ of sight 
can be performed w ithou t violating 
the laws of sight "or the laws which 
govern the sy stem, bu t an abnormal 
ey e is lik e| a machine that is ru n 
when ou t of balance, and when u sed 
w ithou t respecting its'm nscle capacity 
for work , tension or mu scle exhau stion 
will be the resu lt and u nless the defect 
is corrected by properly fitted glasses 
the person cannot do his best work , 
especially if his work be of a clerical 
natu re. 
If the importance of correcting ey e 
defects at an early age was more gen 
erally recognized by parents anti teach­ 
ers, we wonld hear mu ch less of the 
harm fu l influ ences of ou r schools on 
the ey esight of children. 
Many par 
ents thou gh interested in the welfare 
of their children in all other respects 
neglect this most im portant dnty , or 
object to them wearing glasses on 
sentim ental grou nds, not appreciating 
the fact that a large nu mber who are 
not np to the average in the class or 
who su ffer from ear sick ness, weak 
digestion, St. V itu s dance, epilepsy , 
headache and 
phy sical 
break down 
owe their ills to some ey e defect. 
If 
a child attem pted to tak e a book from 
a shelf too high for it to reach, a step 
wou ld be su pplied whereby he cou ld 
reach it with ease. 
Then why , 
it a 
child’s vision is short, shou ld there 
be any objection to su pply ing a step 
by which he can see? Shou ld there be 
an objection 
to providing 
a glass 
which w ill do the extra work —instead 
of the mu scles of the ey es—thu s favor­ 
ably influ encing phy sical and mental 
development? 
The mu scles of the arm m anipu late 
bone, bu t the ey e mu scles are so re­ 
lated to the brain that ey e tsrain is 
mu scle fatigu e, also nervou s exhau stion 
and its persistance will resu lt in u n­ 
told ills to the body and mind. 
The correction of refractive errors 
early in life w ill not onlv prevent 
disease, bu t by favorably influ encing 
phy sical and m ental development will 
side track inherited tendencies. 
It is 
a well proven fact that many nervou s 
wreck s who are su pposed to be invalids 
from inherited cau ses, have inherited 
only defective eves, which lik e those 
of their parents have not been correct 
ed. 
There are three resu lts of ey estrain : 
The (mu scles 
may fag and produ ce 
poor vision. 
If the vigor of the ©y e 
stru ctu re is redu ced and the book con 
stantly held too close to the eves, the 
ey e wall will stretch au d 
produ ce 
near-sight, or it may resu lt in irrita 
tion, a sense of fatigu e of the ey es, 
a feeling as of sand in the ey es, pain 
in the temples, browache, pecu liar 
or u nnatu ral attitu de of the head, 
wrink les of lorehead or general head­ 
ache. 
There are many headaches du e 
directly to*the*disorders of the accom­ 
modative apparatu s of the ey es, in 
which brain sy mptoms are often the 
most 
im portant and sometimes the 
sole effect of ey e trou bles, so that 
while there mgy be no pain or sense of 
fatigu e in the ey es the strain with 
which thev are u sed may be interpre­ 
ted solely by occipital or frontal pain, 
pain on top of the head or along the 
spine: if the strain be long continu ed, 
it may be the u nsu spected cau se of 
pecu liar sensations in the head, verti­ 
go, nau sea, dvspepsia, chorea, insom ­ 
nia epilepsy , hy ster.a, nervou s pros­ 
tration. insanity and general failu re 
of health. 
These are not 
highspu n theories, 
bu t k nowledge gained from enlighten­ 
ed experience. 
The relation lietween 
ey estrain and nervou s diseases is a 
cau se and effect too well established 
to pnrsu it of any fu rther discu ssion 
in the medical profession ; hu t it can 
not be tco widely disseminated among 
teachers and parents.
